GETIERAL  COMMENTS 


STAFF 

Mies  Sandra  Allen  resigned  on  the  occasion  of  her  marriage  in  October 
Her  place  was  taken  as  clerk  by  Miss  Marianne  Allen,  her  younger  sister. 
Mr.  Sar^ons  resigned  from  the  clerk's  post  shared  with  the  Engineer 
Surveyor's  office  in  August.  Mr.  Smith  was  appointed  to  this  vacancy  in 
October.  Apart  from  these  there  were  no  other  staff  changes. 


WINDS  OF  CHANGE 

In  the  last  four  years  various  aspects  of  local  gover^ent  and  the 
services  it  provides  have  been  under  review,  culminating  in  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Local  Government  which  is  to  report  in  1969  and  which  one 
assumes  will  tie  together  many  of  the  subjects  discussed  by  separate 
Committees.  Comment  in  this  annual  report  in  past  years  has  been  confined 
to  local  issues;  whilst  the  matters  discussed  here  apply  nationally,  they 
have  already  caused  some  changes  locally,  and  more  will  follow. 

The  first  two  reports  to  emerge  were  on  the  staffing  of  local  government 
and  the  efficiency  with  which  local  authorities  conducted  their  business. 

Both  found  much  to  criticise  in  a system  set  up  at  the  end  of  the 
nineteenth  century  before  the  motor  car  had  made  its  impact  on  our  society. 
Collectively  the  local  authorities  have  a huge  turnover  in  cash  each  year  ^d 
are  one  of  the  biggest  employers;  there  are  serious  deficiencies  in  staffing 
in  many  professional  and  technical  posts  and  in  the  main  the  rewards  offered 
in  local  government  compare  unfavourably  with  the  equivalent  in  industry  or 
commerce.  The  training  available  to  staff  was  also  criticised  and  from  this 
has  come  the  Local  Government  Training  Board.  Admittedly  this  is  still  in 
its  early  stages,  but  from  the  viewpoint  of  one  employed  by  three  second- 
tier  and  one  first-tier  authority  no  information  whatsoever  about  the  activitie 
of  this  board  has  come  through  the  individual  authorities.  It  is  importcint 
for  the  morale  of  staff  that  they  should  know  what  is  being  done  in  the 
training  sphere , and  this  is  particularly  the  case  in  the  peripheral 
authorities. 

As  regards  the  conduct  of  business  by  local  authorities  many  reforms  were 
advocated.  In  general  these  involved  the  delegation  of  more  authority  to 
officers  working  within  policy  limits  laid  down  by  the  authority. 


This  was  considered  during  1968  and  the  Council  adopted  considerable 
changes  in  procedure  which  will  help  to  reduce  delay  to  the  Public  and  will 
cut  out  a number  of  unproductive  actions.  These  were  put  into  effect  early 
in  1969,  and  one  of  the  first  casualties  was  a formal  monthly  report  from  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  future  written  reports  will  be  submitted  only 
on  matters  of  concern  or  where  some  change  in  policy  or  procedure  may  be 

needed. 
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Winds  of  Change  Contd 


In  July  appeared  the  report  of  the  Seebohra  Committee  on  ’’Local 
Authority  and  Allied  Personal  Social  Services”  and  the  Green  Paper  on  the 
administrative  reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service o The  latter 
is  easily  dealt  with;  on  November  1st  the  Ministry  of  Health  ceased  to 
exist  and  became  a branch  of  an  enlarged  ^”Dup,‘;”  of  Health  and  Social 
Security,  and  early  in  19^9  the  Minister  withdrew  the  Green  Paper* 

The  Seebohm  Committee’s  report  can  be  fairly  criticised  on  two  grounds 
at  least  - its  prolixity  and  the  fact  that  many  of  the  statements  made  are 
matters  of  opinion  and  not  of  fact,  and  very  little  effort  appears  to  have 
been  made  to  establish  facts.  Admittedly  this  is  a field  in  which  facts  are 
seldom  apparent  or  obvious;  all  the  more  important  therefore  to  establish 
them,  for  they  may  v/ell  be  at  variance  with  opinions  held  by  experienced 
workers*  The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  can  be  summarised  as  the 
creation  of  a new  department  of  social  work  in  all  major  authorities,  which 
would  include  various  categories  of  social  worker  now  employed  in  the 
health,  education  and  children’s  departments*  The  need  to  unify  the  social 
work  undertaken  in  the  homes  of  people  by  various  government  and  local 
authority  departments  is  apparent;  it  is  doubtful  if  the  creation  of  a 
new  department  is  the  best  way  of  doing  this.  Even  more  surprising  is  the 
insistence  of  the  committee  that  this  be  done  before  the  publication  of 
the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Local  Government  expected  in  1969* 

Most  people  take  the  view  that  this  body  will  reconimeijd'  major  changes  in  the 
local  government  pattern,  and  it  would  certainly  seem  better  to  see  their 
proposals  before  instituting  a major  change  of  this  sort. 

There  are  various  ways  in  which  a major  authority  can  administer  its 
social  services;  in  Hampshire  there  are  separate  children’s,  education, 
health  and  welfare  departments,  each  the  responsibility  of  separate 
committees*  In  a nvimber  of  authorities  health  and  welfare  are  combined* 
Statutorily  it  is  not  possible  to  combine  the  work  of  the  children’ s 
department,  and  some  suspect  that  this  is  largely  due  to  the  wish  of  the 
Home  Office  to  retain  all  its  responsibilities.  Writing  in  the  Lancet  of 
5th  April,  1969 1 Elliott  compares  the  situation  regarding  reform  of  the 
National  Health  Service  with  that  in  the  U.S.A.  and  makes  the  point  that 
the  National  Health  Service  has  a rigid  structure  which  leaves  no  real 
room  for  experiment.  The  provision  of  medical  care  in  the  U.S.A,  is  in 
an  over^l  muddle,  inside  which,  however,  there  are  a number  of  schemes 
being  put  into  operation  by  the  more  lively  communitids  which  differ  widely* 
From  these  will  emerge  systems  which  have  advantages  and  can  be  applied 
in  other  situations,  and  from  which  we  can  learn,  Britain  is  much 

smaller  than  the  United  States  bf  America  but  is  still  quite  big  and  diverse 
enough  to  support  several  experiments  into  ways  in  which  social  services  can 
be  provided  and  administered.  Indeed  there  are  signs  that  it  is  politiceilly 
expedient  to  give  way  at  least  in  some  fields  to  the  surge  of  nationalism.

iUVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENl 

The  South  Hampshire  Plan 

As  mentioned  briefly  in  the  196?  report,  a planning  body  was  set  up 
during  1968  by  Hampshire  County  Council  and  Southampton  and  Portsmouth 
County  Borough  Councils  to  draw  up  a plan  for  the  South  Hampshire 
corridor.  During  1968  detailed  studies  of  various  planning  problems 
were  undertaken  and  one  report  on  "Refuse  Disposal"  was  published.  This 
was  a valuable  and  timely  study  which  made  clear  recommendations  as  to  the 
policy  for  the  next  30  years,  and  it  seems  probable  that  the  Local 
Authorities  concerned  will  accept  and  implement  these.  Further  studies 
are  being  conducted  on  sewage  disposal  and  water  resources  which  are 
directly  concerned  with  environmental  hygiene.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
this  area  requires  an  overall  policy  in  such  matters. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  Denraead  sewage  scheme  was  completed  during  1968  and  connection 
of  the  properties  to  the  sewer  began  and  continued  at  a rapid  rate , which 
can  be  taken  to  indicate  that  most  residents  appreciate  this  new  service. 

Work  on  enlarging  and  improving  the  trunk  sewers  in  Waterlooville  and 
Cowplain  started  early  in  1969  and  by  the  end  of  1970  it  is  hoped  that  this 
will  be  completed,  allowing  closure  of  the  small  Denmead  purification  works 
still  kept  in  operation. 

The  preliminary  survey  of  Curdridge  and  Durley  was  completed  and  an 
outline  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee.  The  recommend- 
ation of  the  consulting  engineers  was  that  sewage  from  these  parishes  should 
be  Parried  to  Winchester  R.D.C's  Botley  works  for  purification.  A scheme 
for  the  enlargement  of  this  works  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and  Winchester 
R.D.C.  has  been  informed  of  the  interest  of  this  authority  in  this  matter. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Botley  works  is  a major  enterprise,  and  it  is  likely 
to  be  several  years  before  it  is  completed.  In  the  meantime  industrial 
development  on  Hill's  site  has  been  proceeding.  The  proposal  to  build  a 
slaughterhouse  on  this  site  has  been  dropped. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  report  on  refuse  disposal  in  South  Hampshire  was  mentioned  above; 
the  recommendation  for  Droxford  R.D.  is  to  continue  with  controlled  tipping 
during  the  1970' s but  that  thereafter  it  will  become  necessary  to  burn  the 
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Refuse  disposal  Contd, 


refuse.  The  plan  (accepted  by  this  Council)  calls  for  the  conetruction  of 
^ iiicinerator  at  a place  convenient  for  use  by  this  district  by  about 
1900.  The  cost  of  this  will  not  fall  wholly  on  this  district,  but  the 
adoption  of  incineration  will  increase  the  cost  of  refuse  disposal. 
However,  the  council  does  not  yet  have  access  to  sufficient  tipping  space 
for  the  next  ten  years,  though  efforts  are  being  made  to  obtain  this. 

The  present  tip  was  maintained  in  excellent  order  throughout  the  year  but 

is  being  filled  more  rapidly  than  was  expected. 

A weekly  "kerbside"  bin  collection  was  maintained  in  all  parishes. 


Incentive  Schemes 


The  management  consultants  engaged  to  look  at  the  Council’s  works 
services  submitted  recommendations  which  were  accepted  by  the  Council  and 
put  into  operation.  They  involve  a productivity  bonus,  and  have  resulted 
in  an  increase  in  the  work  performed. 

At  a time  when  there  is  a good  deal  written  about  inefficient 
management  and  out-of-date  methods  it  should  be  stated  that  the  Joint 
Council  system  used  in  negotiating  salaries  and  wages  in  local  government 
is  inefficient.  Before  the  introduction  of  the  incentive  scheme  the  men 
worked  long  periods  of  overtime  in  order  to  take  home  a reasonable  wage. 
Once  their  pay  was  calculated  more  on  the  work  performed  than  the  hours 
worked  fewer  men  were  able  to  carry  out  the  same  work  (and  in  the  case  of 
the  cesspit  emptying  service  more  work)  in  a shorter  time. 

The  Civic  Amenities  Act  19^7  came  into  operation  during  the  year. 
Under  this  local  authorities  are  required  to  provide  facilities  for  the 
disposal  of  domestic  rubbish.  The  demand  within  this  district  has  been 
surprisingly  small;  whether  our  urban  neighbours  are  able  to  offer 
facilities  yet  is  not  known,  but  items  of  rubbish  continue  to  be  dumped 
in  rural  areas.  And  the  derelict  car  problem  continues  to  grow.

As  the  table  shows  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  privately 
built  dwellings  completed.  The  greater  part  of  this  development _w^  in 
R-i«ho-n's  Waltham.  A new  Infant  School  on  the  Ridgeraede  Estate  will  be 
comp^et^d  and  the  new  "Ho^e  for  the  Frail"  adjacent  to  Northbrook 

House  will  also  come  into  use  in  19691  and  a similar  home  was  being  ui 
at  Denmead.  Wickham  Primary  School  moved  to  new  premises  in  a more 
suitable  site  during  1968,  and  extensions  to  both  Swanmore  County  Secondary 
and  C.  of  E.  Primary  School  were  begun.  Soberton  Village  Hall  was 
completed  and  came  into  use  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 


OTHER  PLAMNING  MATTERS 

PaiXway  Hotel  Caravan  Site , Curdridge 

The  future  of  this  site  had  been  under  consideration  since  the^  ^ 
previous  year  when  the  owners  of  the  land  applied  for  planning  permissio 
for  residLtial  development.  The  River  Authority  was  concerned  over 
pollution  from  the  sewage  disposal  system  entering  a watercourse.  The 
site  itself  provides  facilities  of  a low  standard,  and  o ring  ese  up 
to  a desirable  level  would  entail  expenditure  which  the  owners  of  the  land 
would  not  contemplate,  and  which  the  lessee  was  not  prepared  to  undert^e. 
It  was  finally  agreed  that  the  site 'should  be  run  down  over  a period  of 
four  years  commencing  April  1st,  1969« 


It  is  regrettable  that  no  progress  was  made  with  the  redevelopment 
of  the  centre  of  Bishop’s  Waltham  which  remained  an  eyesore  and  a 
potential  sanitary  nuisance  throughout  the  year. 


FOOD  HYGIEHE 

A close  relation  is  maintained  with  the  County  Weights  and  Measures 
Department,  and  we  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Preston  for  the  assistance  and 
advice  received  from  him  and  his  staff.  An  account  of  their  work  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

A defective  premises  used  for  the  preparation  and  sale  of  food 
caused  some  problems.  After  considerable  delay  agreement  to  remedy  was 
reached  at  the  eleventh  hour  under  the  threat  of  prosecution  and  there 
has  been  considerable  improvement. 


Food  Hygiene  Contd, 


There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  or  other 
excremental  disease  in  humans  in  I968  but  there  was  an  example  of  how 
inadequate  the  law  is  to  protect  people  from  harm  in  the  light  of 
farming  methods  now  in  general  use,  A batch  of  some  3*000  chicks 
bred  in  Sussex  and  brought  into  the  district  for  rearing  to  pullets 
was  found  to  be  infected  with  Salmonella  thompson  which  can  cause 
human  disease.  One  human  in  contact  with  these  birds  was  infected 
by  this  organism.  After  some  deaths  in  the  birds  the  surviving  stock 
appeared  healthy  but  it  is  usual  for  between  3^  and  109^  of  the  birds 
to  be 'barrierd'  of  the  infection,  and  thus  a hazard  to  other  poultry 
and  to  humans.  No  powers  exist  to  compel  the  owner  of  such  stock  to 
take  precautions  against  spreading  the  infection,  and  in  this  case  we 
did  not  succeed  in  establishing  a very  close  liaison.  The  stock  was 
finally  moved  en  masse  to  a neighbouring  district,  removing  our 
responsibility,  but  this  is  an  unsatisfacttary  state  of  affairs. 

Previous  reports  have  drawn  attention  to  the  need  for  control  of 
salmonella  infections  in  domestic  livestock  and  the  dangerous  way  in 
which  potent  antibiotics  are  permitted  to  be  used  by  unskilled  people 
in  rearing  and  treating  livestock.  There  were  two  tragic  incidents  in 
1968  to  indicate  the  seriousness  of  the  situation.  An  outbreak  of 
gastro-enteritis  in  infants  in  hospitals  on  Teeside  led  to  several  deaths, 
the  org-mism  responsible  was  resista.nt  to  antibiotics,  and  this  resistance 
was  almost  certainly  derived  from  animal  sources.  It  was  decided  not  to 
publish  a report  on  the  circumstances  of  this  outbreak.  Later  in  the  year 
there  was  a large  outbreak  in  Glasgow  and  S.W.  Scotland  with  twelve 
deaths  which  originated  from  infected  pigs  being  slaughtered  in  the 
Glasgow  abattoir,  from  v/hich  the  infection  was  disseminated. 

Advice  and  assistance  is  readily  available  from  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  at  V/ inches ter  and  Portsmouth  and  we  are  grateful  to  Doctors 
Hughes  and  Payne,  the  respective  Directors  and  their  staffs  for  their 
willing  cooperation. 


PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Family  Doctor  Service 

There  was  no  change  in  the  pattern  of  this  service  in  the  district. 
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Nursing  and  Midwifery 


District  Nurse/^Iidwives  and  Health  Visitors  ars  attached  to  most 
practices  in  the  district,  and  with  one  exception  there  were  few  changes 
of  staff.  In  the  exceptional  area  there  were  several  changes  of  staff 

Q_0j;^g-|;hy  periods  when  the  post  was  vacant*  It  must  be  emphasised  that 
during  such  periods  the  nursing  requirements  of  patients  were  fully 
covered  by  part-time  staff  and  others  standing  in,  but  this  cauisea 
frequent  changes  of  nurse  which  is  difficult  for  everyone  involved  - 
patient,  doctor  and  nurse.  The  matter  was  discussed  in  committee,  ^d 
the  Council  took  the  view  that  the  position  would  have  been  better  if 
the  County  authorities  provided  housing  for  nursing  staff,  and  advised 
them  that  in  future  they  would  not  necessarily  provide  housing  for 
nurses  from  their  stock  of  Council  houses. 

It  is  not  intended  to  resurrect  this  argument  here,  but  it  is  not 
generally  realised  that  wb  are  in  a period  of  great  change  in  regard  to 
general  medical  practice  and  district  nursing.  For  example,  home  visits 
by  the  doctor  will  be  very  much  the  exception  in  a few  years  time  - this 
trend  is  already  apparent  in  some  northern  industrial  areas.  Indeed, 
grave  doubts  are  expressed  as  to  the  survival  of  general  practice  at  all. 

And  the  pattern  of  nursing  is  changing  just  as  radically  - fewer  confinements 
in  the  home,  earlier  discharge  from  hospital.  To  one  who  for  many  years 
worked  in  a system  in  v;hich  it  was  the  patient's  duty  to  get  to  the 
doctor  and  not  vice  versa  this  is  not  strange.  In  such  times  of  change 
it  is  imprudent  to  lock  up  capital  in  something  which  may  not  have  a use 

few  years , c&nd  it  is  noteworthy  that  in  some  areas  houses  provided 
for  "the  nurse"  by  the  old  district  associations  have  been  sold  off.

Of  the  niomber  helped  77  were  elderly  persons. 

The  service  provides  domestic  help  to  enable  those  suffering  from 
illness  or  infirmity  to  remain  in  their  homes.  Some  of  the  cases  they  help 
are  very  difficult  but  they  still  carry  on  and  bring  companionship  and  care 
to  alleviate  wimt.  The  homo  help  is  supplemented  by  the  "Good  Neighbour" 
service;  the  latter  is  able  to  leave  her  home  only  for  brief  periods  and  so 
works  on  a more  informal  basis.  At  the  end  of  1968  there  were  23  Home 
Helps  and  7 Good  Neighbours  on  the  register. 
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WELFARE 


Droxford  Rural  District  is  served  by  the  Area  Welfare  Office  in 
Farehcun  and  there  is  close  liaison  with  Mrs.  Skilton,  the  k^ea.  Social 
V/orker  concerned.  Mr.  Smith,  the  Senior  Area  V/elfare  Officer,  went  on 
study  leave  in  September  his  place  being  taken  by  Mr.  Staddon. ^ The 
County  Welfare  Department  maintains  two  homes  for  the  elderly  in  the  ^ 
district  and  there  are  two  private  homes  and  a nursing  home  dealing  mainly 
with  geriatric  patients. 


MENTAL  WELFARE 

The  officers  of  this  section  of  the  county  medical  department  are 
concerned  particularly  with  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  mentally  ill 
and  handicapped  in  their  homes.  Droxford  rural  distirct  is  served  from 
the  Area  office  at  Fareham. 

The  work  of  the  Children’s  Department  does  not  often  directly  concern 
this  department,  but  they  organise  a meeting  of  field  workers  in  the  Droxford 
district  which  is  held  on  alternate  months  in  order  to  co-ordinate  action  in 
specific  cases. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 


In  addition  to  talks  given  to  schools  and  village  organisations  a 
demonstration  on  Cancer  Prevention  was  mounted  at  Swanmore  Secondary  School 
in  April  by  kind  permission  of  the  Headmaster.  Invitations  were  sent  to  all 
local  clubs  and  organisations  requesting  them  to  appoint  delegates  to 
attf'jnd  the  demonstrations  which  were  put  on  in  the  afternoon  and  again  in 
the  evening.  Members  of  the  County  Medical  Department  demonstrated  the 
material  available  to  groups  wishing  to  arrange  talks  on  this  subject  and  a 
film  on  the  theme  of  cancer  prevention  was  shown  at  each  session. 

The  Health  Education  section  of  the  county  medical  department  vent  to 
considerable  trouble  to  put  on  all  the  exhibits,  but  the  response  was 
disappointing . 


VOLUNTARY  SERVICE 


When  help  is  needed  it  is  most  often  provided  by  relatives  or  friends, 
and  if  not  by  some  organisation  within  the  parish,  which  may  be  the  local 
branch  of  one  of  the  national  bodies  like  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 

Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Services  or  St.  John's  Ambulance  or  a more  local  group 
such  as  those  commonly  associated  with  churches. 

It  is  usually  only  in  more  difficult  ciroiamstances , where  perhaps  a local 
solution  cannot  be  found,  that  the  statutory  agencies  are  called  in.  There  is 
still  a good  deal  of  ignorance  and  misunderstanding  about  these  "personal 
social  services" ; they  cannot  cope  with  all  problems  but  are  often  able  to 
help  and  it  is  always  worthwhile  consulting  them.  The  "local  directory"  issued 
with  this  report  gives  some  guidance  on  this. 


Meals  on  Wheels 


This  service  is  provided  for  housebound  people  two  days  a week  in  every 
parish.  Meals  are  supplied  from  Knowle  Hospital  and  Fairthorne  Manor  (Y.M.C.A. ) 
and  the  entire  administration  and  delivery  of  the  service  is  carried  out  by  the 
W.R.V.S.  During  1968  a total  of  8,991  meals  was  served.  This  is  no  mean  effort 
in  an  area  where  the  population  is  so  scattered  and  where  the  physical  task  of 
delivery  can  be  considerable  in  the  winter.  The  district  owes  a debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  ladies  who  run  this  service  and  to  the  kitchen  staffs  who 

provide  the  food. 


British  Red  Cross  Society 

This  society  acts  as  agents  for  the  County  Council  in  the  supply  of  home 
nur^-ing  equipment  and  in  providing  chiropody  clinics  in  some  parishes.  They 
0^2^30  organise  some  of  the  clubs  for  the  elderly , as  well  as  providing  training 
in  first  aid,  home  nursing  and  in  carrying  out  welfare  work. 

Hampshire  Council  for  Social  Services 

As  the  name  implies  this  body  is  interested  over  a wide  range  of  activities. 
In  the  health  field  they  act  as  agents  for  the  County  Council  in  providing 
chiropody  clinics  for  the  elderly,  and  they  also  co-ordinate  a number  of  old 
folk's  clubs. 

Droxford  Welfare  Co-ordinating  Committee 

Each  parish  is  asked  to  nominate  a member  to  this  committee  and  this  person 
is  regarded  as  the  local  "expert"  on  social  problems,  able  to  advise  on  where 
best  to  turn  for  help.  At  their  Autumn  meeting  members  heard  about  the 
development  of  "Community  Care" , a method  of  voluntary  social  service  which 
has  proved  popular  with  younger  people  in  some  areas  of  the  country.

There  were  major  changes  in  the  infectious  disease  law  in 
Infective  hepatitis  or  infectious  jaundice  became  nationally  notifiable  from 
June  '15th,  Other  changes  became  effective  from  October  1st. , when  the 
notification  fee  was  increased  from  2/6d.  to  5/Od.  (without  reference  to  the 
Prices  and  Incomes  Board  as  far  as  I am  awarei).  Six  diseases  previously 
notifiable  but  now  no  longer  of  importance  were  deleted,  and  leptospirosis, 
tetanus  and  yellow  fever  became  notifiable. 


Jaundice 


Whilst  most  doctors  realised  this  disease  was  pretty  common,  the  numbers 
notified  have  been  larger  than  I had  eJtpected,  and  it  is  apparent  that  in  a full 
year  some  25^000  cases  will  be  notified  in  England  and  Wales.  Two  of  the  seven 
cases  notified  were  contacts;  no  relation  between  the  other  five  could  be 
established. 

This  disease  presents  many  problems  of  control.  The  cause  is  unknown 
(but  thought  to  be  a virus).  It  is  known  that  in  a group  of  people  exposed 
to  infection  a high  proportion  will  show  some  disturbance  of  biochemical  tests 
of  liver  function  but  of  these  only  one  quarter  or  less  will  have  symptoms  of 
illness  and  may  develop  jaundice.  The  incubation  period  is  usually  within 
28  days,  but  may  be  up  to  60  days.  If  the  M.O.H.  applies  a strict  quarantine 
to  contacts  of  known  (that  is,  overt)  cases,  it  must  be  assumed  that  three 
quarters  of  persons  carrying  the  disease  but  symptom  free  will  escape  the 
net.  A preventive  serum  (gamma  globulin)  is  available  in  small  amounts  to 
protect  people  who  have  a high  risk  from  this  disease  (such  as  pregnant 
women).  Supplies  are  insufficient  for  it  to  be  available  for  all  contacts. 
Finally,  how  long  should  quarantine  be  applied?  For  the  full  3 months? 

In  fact  it  is  not  possible  to  lay  down  hard  ard  fast  rules  in  our  present 
state  of  ignorance.  Each  ^jituation  has  to  be  judged  on  its  merits.  It  is 
hoped  that  one  of  the  results  of  making  this  disease  notifiable  will  be 
to  accumulate  knowledge  on  the  epidemology  of  this  disease.  Incidentally 
it  often  occurs  in  drug  addicts  accustomed  to  taking:  their  drugs  intravenously 

and  to  sharing  each  othar-’sapparatus  for  making  these  injections,  but  will  the 
reader  please  note  that  this  does  not  imply 'thit  persons  suffering  from  jaundice 

are  '’junkies”. 


Bacillary  Dysentery 

The  only  case  reported  in  I968  was  in  a child  in  a small  children's  home. 
No  other  case  was  found  in  the  home  and  the  source  of  the  infection  was  never 
discovered. 


Salmonellosis 


Deaths  occurred  in  a batch  of  3,000  chicks  (bred  in  Sussex)  being  reared 


4-  for  sale  for  ecg  production.  Investigation  showed  the  flock  to 

be  Lfected  with  S.thompson  and  the  person  looking  after  the  stock  was  foun 
to  be  excreting  this  germ.“  His  infection  cleared  without  trouble. 

It  was  accepted  that  between  % and  of  the  flock  would  be  carriers 

of  the  infection.  The  owner's  practice  was  to  sell  the  stock  as  egg 
producing  birds;  this  would  have  disseminated  the  infection.  There  was  no 
way  ?n  which  he  could  be  prevented  from  doing  this,  and  no  statement 
intentions  was  ever  obtained  from  him..  He  eventually  moved  the  inf ec  e 
flock  to  other  premises  in  another  district  and  apart  from  paeiB^ng  on  e 
information  to  the  health  authorities  we  could  take  no  action. 


This  is  another  example  of  the  unhappy  situation  regarding  this  disease 
as  far  as  is  known,  no  serious  human  illness  resulted.  But  in  the  Glasgow 
area  in  19^8  upwards  of  800  humans  becjxme  infected  with  S_^tJO^Himu;^^  and 
12  of  them  died.  The  source  of  this  infection  was  pigs  carrying  this  germ, 
slaughtered  in  Glasgow  abattoir  and  meat  market  (an  old  group  of  buildings) 
and  causing  infection  in  various  parts  of  the  abattoir.  It  seems  foolish 
to  provide  for  strict  control  of  infected  humans  when  the  source  of  their 
infection  remains  without  any  control  at  all. 


Measles 

It  was  decided  to  offer  immunisation  against  measles  generally  during 
1968;  experimental  campaigns  in  selected  areas  had  been  in  ?"'°Sress  for  some 
years  and  the  results  demonstrated  the  efficacy  of  the  ^^ccine.  Initially 
sullies  of  vaccine  were  not  adequate  for  the  demand  and  doctors  were  as^ed 
?o  ?imit  immunisation  to  younger  children.  School  clinics  for  measles 
iLunisation  were  held.  I am  most  grateful  for  the  help  given  local 
doctors  in  carrying  through  this  campaign.  The  winter  programma . for  older 
schoolchildren,  which  it  was  agreed  should  be  organised  at  county  level 
because  of  considerable  difficulty  in  making  arrangements  at  district  level 
when  one  has  no  control  at  all  over  the  three  variables  - medical,  nursing 
or  school  staff,  was  not  so  successful.

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The  two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  recorded  in  the  table  were 
both  elderly  men.  One,  a resident  of  the  district  aged  85  was  diagnosed 
after  admission  to  a nursing  home,  where  he  had  been  in  contact  with  the  staff 
and  other  patients,  V/ith  the  co-operation  of  the  Southampton  Mass 
Radiography  a mobile  x-ray  unit  visited  the  nursing  home  and  staff  and  patients 
were  examined.  None  were  infected.  The  second  case  was  a resident  of 
Southampton,  a patient  in  a hospital  in  the  district  who  was  found  post 
mortem  to  have  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

The  clinic 
arranged  at  one  school  had  to  be  cancelled  at  the  last  moment  owing  to  the 
illness  of  the  doctor  and  it  proved  impossible  to  arrange  an  alternative.

During  I968  the  recommended  immunisation  procedures  were  changed,  in  the  •( 
light  of  experience  and  also  to  fit  measles  into  the  programme.  It  was  thought  - 
that  the  recording  of  immunisation  in  infeints  would  be  transferred  to  the 
County  Coi^cil’s  computer  during  I968  but  this  was  delayed  as  a result  of 
difficulties  experienced  elsewhere  in  the  county. 


IMMbNISATIQN  MD  TRAVEI. 


There  are  international  certificates  of  immunisation  prescribed  for 
three  diseases,  and  travellers  entering  a country  may  be  required  to  be  in 
possession  of  any  of  these  or  if  not  to  submit  to  immediate  immunisation. 

Smallpox,  Obtainable  from  general  practitioners  or  child  welfare  clinics. 
Valid  for  3 years;  in  cases  of  primary  vaccination  the  result  must  be 
inspected  7 to  10  days  later. 

Cholera.  Required  only  for  travel  to  the  Middle  and  Far  East;  enquire  as 
to  the  need  for  a certificate  from  the  carrier.  Obtainable  from  general 
practitioners,  who  will  usually  need  to  order  the  vaccine.  Valid  for 
6 months,  effective  from  the  second  of  two  injections. 

Both  the  above  international  certificates  require  the  doctor's 
signature  to  be  authenticated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
District  of  residence*

Milk  Samples 

103  samples  of  milk,  including  50  of  Channel  Islands,  were 
of  those  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst,  five  were  reported  as  being 
of  fat  The  samples  concerred  were  from  mornings’  production  and  appeared  to 
af  giv;n  bf  throws,  the  low  fat  doubtless  being  accounted  for  by  the  Spring 
’’flush”  of  milk.  Checks  of  the  afternoon  milk,  however,  showed  a high 
proportion  of  fat.  The  attention  of  the  producer  was  drawn  to  the  need  for 
more  even  distribution  of  the  fat  and  mixing  together  of  some  of  the  milk  from 
both  milkings  eliminated  cause  for  complaint  in  subsequent  tests. 


Miscellaneous  Samples 

13  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  procured.  These

Adverse  reports  were  received  in  respect  of:- 

(1)  A sample  of  pork  sausages  which  was  found  to  contain  an 

excessive  proportion  of  fat.  The  matter  did  not  call  for 
legal  action  but  the  results  were  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  producer  concerned. 
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(2)  A sample  of  baby  food  which  was  submitted  as  the  result  of 
a consumer  complaint  and  was  found  to  contain  insect  larvae. 

The  matter  was  fully  investigated  and  it  appeared  that  the 
contamination  had  taken  place  during  storage  of  the  product 
after  it  had  left  the  manufacturer's  premises  but  possibly 
before  delivery  to  the  retailer.  From  the  exterior 
appearance  of  the  packet  there  was  no  reason  to  suspect 
deterioration  of  the  contents  and  in  the  circumstances 
it  was  considered  that  proceedings  against  the  retailer 
would  have  been  somewhat  unfair;  similarly,  an  offence  by 
the  manufactuter  or  wholesaler  could  not  be  established. 

Legal  action  v;as  not,  therefore,  token  but  the  inquiries 
made  relevant  to  the  case  doubtless  served  to  ensure 
more  careful  attention  to  the  distribution  of  the 
product  with  a view  to  preventing  any  similar  type  of 
complaint  in  the  future, 

A further  consumer  complaint  related  to  a meat  pie  which,  at  the  time  of 
delivery,  was  stale  and  out  of  condition,  actual  analysis  not  being  necessary. 
This  matter  was  dealt  with  by  a warning  to  the  manufacturer  and  to  the 
retailer  involved  as  the  circiomstances  did  not  warrant  legal  action. 

General 

In  addition  to  the  Scimples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the 
usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  There  were  no  serious  complaints  concerning  these  matters. 

Pesticide  Residues 

The  results  obtained  during  the  first  year  of  the  recent  programme  of 
sampling  of  foodstuffs  for  pesticide  residues  indicated  a satisfactory 
situation  in  the  County  area.  Full  results  for  the  second  year  are  not 
yet  available.
